Inquest Is Held Into

A coroner's Inquest was held Friday into the death of Mrs.

State Patrolman M. J. Bays,- jr., investigating officer, 
described the accident scene. He said Ben W. Bailey, driver 
of the truck which collided with the car in which Mni.

In front of tho car when Bays arrived. Ho said tho cor in 
which Mrs. Krucger was rid- 
ing was more than halfway 
through the Intersection when 
the accident took place. 

Boys said neither vehicle tppeor- 
ed to have used brokes. Under ques- 
tioning by the Jurors, Bays told 
there was one stop sign ot tbe in- 
tersection, but It did not face either 
cor. He sold there was no Indica- 
tion of excessive speed. 

Ralph BoUey testified that be wai 
driving 0 truck behind tbe one In- 
volved In the crosh. Bo estlmoted 
speed of the truck ot IS to 30 miles 
an hour and speed ot tbe cor ot 
35. Re said he saw tbe cor spin 
and the door open, but did not see 
Mrs. Krueger untU ho found ber In 
front ot the cor. 

■Robert Schuster, brother ot Un. 
Krueger and driver of the car, was 
told by the prosecutor that be did 
not have to teiU^ os the Jury could 
find criminal negligence. He agreed 
to testify. 

Speaking In broken English. 
Schuster sold he had cut bis speed 
.to about 35 miles per bour upon 
reaching the Intersection. He lold 
bs nw tntb bucko, but did not 
Teatlia any danger. He sold there 
-vere-n9 obctinctlona; and bs could 
not eatlmaUtbs ipeod et the trael^ 
Schuster sold ' hli Utter' iru 
thrown out ot tbo cor and ho be- 
lieved the car ran over her. He sold 
ho found her In front ol the car. 
Re sold she did not complain to 
him, but asked about her purse. 

Tbo tnicJc driver, Ben W. BaUey, 
also agreed to testify. Be sold he 
applied his brakes when be saw tlie 
car and had olmost stopped. Bailey 
sold tbe pavement was not wet 
enough to cotise a akid. Be said be 
did not see the car unUl It was al- 
most in tbe Intersection^ and be 
couldnt stop in time.

COUNTRY COMES FIRST 
You could hardly oak for two more widely 
divergent forums than the CIO and the Na- 
tional AMoclatlon of Manufacturers. Yet, on« 
day recently, they had aomethtng strikingly 
In common. From their platforms came words 
that reflected wisdom and high statesman- 
ship. 

The topic was the Nov. 4 election of Gen- 
eral Elsenhower. At the CIO convention In 
Atlantic City, the defeated Democratic can- 
didate, Qov. Adial Stevenson of Hllnols, 
spoke: 

"The Republican victory should not bo 
considered a disaster nor, necessarily, even a 
mJifortune for Inbor . . . The outcome would 
be ft misfortune If labor became so fearful It 
' should lose sight of Its larger responolbUlty 
to the nation . . . 

'Bow soon will the modem Idea that big 
labor Is here to atay, that your comtltuency 
Is no longer Just the union member but the 
nation, pervade the ranks of labor leader- 
ship?" 

. Stevenson here was asklriff labor to think 
beyond Itself, to cast off the narrow limits 
that so often conatrlct its viewpoint, to re- 
member It is but one element In a larger so- 
ciety. He was calling upon labor leaders to , 
eradicate the ''one-party" psychology that 
led man^ to read disaster In Eepubllcan trl- 
lunph. 

In New York that Mine day, leading busi- 
nessmen at an NAM session were caution- 
ing their own fellows not to gloat, not to 
take the election returns as license for busi- 
ness to exploit labor,, consumers, or foreign 
lands. ;i 

One after another these men rose and be- 
spoke their responsibilities to all the people, 
not lust the stockholders. They stressed their 
opportunity for public service, for construc- 
' tlve leadership. 

Bald Earl Bunting, HAM managing di- 
rector: "Self-Interert dictates 'the highest 
order of Industrial statesmanship In the 
public interest." 

Such a double dose ol enlightenment In 
one da? is a distinct treat. Americana who 
like to see the national interest paramount 
can hope this kind of thinking— and acting- 
becomes « liablt.

(army) cannot claim any Immunity. 
EUitori (oftlceral must recognise 
and expect thla atutudi In the 
American people. It li a phenome- 
non which we cannot and probably 
should not wont to change because 
It is a necessary noncommtttant of 
the vigorous virtues which art In- 
herent In most of our dtliens.

It Is tmpoulble for a child to be-, 
have like an adulL Any attempt to 
maka the little one ctmnge dras- 
tically only results In taUure and Ul- 
feellng orf all aides. Mothers and 
teachers aoon learn what to expect 
of dilldren aa they develop. A cer- 
tain degree of dUcoder u me'uured 
In terms ot adulthood Is natural In 
childhood. A certain amount of 
nolsB'and crude action Is part at a 
child's nature. HIa need for toad and 
hla craving for affection an equally 
demanding. Theae needs must be ac- 
cepted and met cheerfully ff wa an 
to brlnff up a dilld In sound mind 
and body, with the accent ben on 
tbe sound mind. 

When a child, anywhere between 
tha ages of S and 10, la buthid, 
acolded, made tn feel blmaelf a nul- 
aance, he will either shrink Into 
himself or become antagonistic 
Either reaction la bad lor his mental 
health. We cannot tepatate mind 
from body, for they are welded at 
birth. The active noisy child Is do- 
ing his best to ITOW In body and 
help hla mind, and lurely. that Is 
what ths grown people about him 
want to do. 



□rown people have rights, 
but. In protecting their righU to 
quiet and order, It la their duly to 
provide for the healthy growth of 
the chlldno. 

They must glvo tba chUdren time 
and place for noise, action, and the 
conaequencea of action which orr 
UsuaUy disorder and Utter. One can- 
not cut out dolls, make aliplanca, 
without making some Utter, There 
must alio be an allowance tor noise. 
A loud shout la essential for tbe 
growth ot chest musclc< and lung 
power, but outdoors Is the place tor 
thaL And children wUl gel dirty. 
Facea and hands wUl be smvred, 
but a waahcloth used Just before 
mcaltkne soon deans them. 

If ws want children to be happy, 
and that la the only sUte In which 
they prosper, we must accept tbelr 
chlldlsbnesa whUe It luU and re- 
member that It doea much toward 
their healthy development

Mr. Truman replied with a amlle 
that It win be the other way around. 
Ho aald Elsenhower wlU be riding

President at that moment. . 

Mr. Truman added that he will 
not ride Ijack down the avenue wllh 
Elsenhower In the Inaugural parade. 
He said ho would leave the capltol 
alone as a private citken. Mr. 
Truman will not return to the White 
House. He may go directly to the 
railroad station to board a train for 
Independence, Mo., his hometown. 

On the duty side of the presi- 
dency, Mr. Tniman said ho Is pre- 
paring stnte-of-the -union and eco- 
nomic meuages lor congress, as well 
as a budeet. 

The president Is required by law 
to. submit a budget within \h days 
after congress convenes.
